WASHINGTON — The Air 
Force doesn’t know precisely what 
it owns or what its weapons, air- 
craft and parts are worth, a General 
Accounting Office report said Tues- 
day. 

The report critical of Air Force 
record-keeping was a follow-up to 
one in 1990 that revealed records 
seriously understated the costs of 
billion-dollar weapons systems. In 
the case of B-1 bombers, the fleet 
was valued at $14.5 billion, or $7 
billion less than the true value, the 
1990 report said. 

Later in 1990, the Air Force re- 
called its annual financial reports 
and made $62 billion in corrections. 

But subsequent GAO audits 
found the bookkeeping problems 
persisted. 

“Two years later we have found 
that many of these staggering prob- 
lems still remain,” said Senate Gov- 
ernmental Affairs | Committee 
Chairman John Glenn, D-Ohio, who 
requested the report. 

The Pentagon said it has put into 
place a series of “short-term fixes” 
to improve the reliability of Air 
Force financial information. In ad- 
dition, the Defense Department’s 
comptroller ordered that improve- 
ments be made to the Air Force’s 
accounting system. 

And inventory problems are not 
as bad as GAO believes, the Pen- 
tagon said. 

“Many of the variances in inven- 
tory balances are corrected through 
day-to-day supply operations,” said

The GAO said the Air Force’s 
high error rate “seems to contra- 
dict officials’ statements that er- 
rors are routinely corrected 
through day-to-day operations, lo- 
cation surveys and physical inven- 
tories.” 

The Air Force Logistics Com- 
mand, which is responsible for 65 
percent of Air Force inventory, 
“cannot produce an accurate dollar 
value for that inventory,” the re- 
port said. 

Based on inventory inspections 
at four of the five Air Logistics 
Centers, the GAO estimated that 
Air Force records differ from ac- 
tual inventory by 18.38 percent. 

And at all five logistics centers, 
GAO investigators found that per- 
sonnel made up inventory num- 
bers “to arbitrarily force” ac- 
counts into balance. 

At the logistics center in Ogden, 
Utah, the staff told GAO investi- 
gators they ignored errors so that 
higher-ups wouldn’t have to be 
told about them. 

One of the those errors was a 
$1.31 million miscount in the num- 
ber of missile launchers Ogden had 
on hand. The GAO counted 640 in 
the warehouse; the logistics cen- 
ter’s official count was 579.

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Russian, U.S. 
Submarines 
bump in Arctic

WASHINGTON — In a jarring 
reminder Cold War dangers haven't 
disappeared, the Navy said Tuesday 
that one of its nuclear-powered attack 
submarines was hit by a Russian sub 
last week in the Arctic Ocean. 

U.S. officials said they weren’t sure 
which vessel was at fault. 

Pentagon officials said the USS Ba- 
ton Rouge, a Los Angeles-class at- 
tack submarine whose home port is 
Norfolk, Va., was on a routine patrol 
in the Barents Sea at the time of the 
collision, but they would not discuss 
its mission or exact location. 

There was no report of nuclear con- 
tamination in the area of the accident. 

“The question is, why are we doing 
this kind of operation now? The Cold 
War is supposed to be over,” said 
James T. Bush, a retired Navy cap- 
tain and submariner. “They really 
haven’t adjusted to the fact that the 
Cold War is over.” 

Adm. Frank B. Kelso II, the 
Navy’s top uniformed officer as chief 
of naval operations, adamantly re- 
fused to discuss the incident. He 
stressed that the U.S. fleet would 
continue to operate as usual in inter- 
national waters. 

“The seas are free for everybody to 
operate in,” Kelso said in an interview 
with the AP. “I don’t think anything 
is going to change that.” 

“We've had that feeling since the 
beginning of this country that we 
could move our ships and forces 
wherever we felt we needed to move 
them. I don’t think this incident is 
going to change that.” 

The Defense Department said the 
accident occurred Feb. 11, but waited 
a week to disclose it. Secretary of 
State James A. Baker III wanted to 
discuss it with Russian President 
Boris Yeltsin before the announce- 


ment.

Winning author 
shares insights 
on women’s roles

Pulitzer Prize winner Laurel 
Thatcher Ulrich spoke about her book 
“A Midwife’s Tale: The Life of Martha 
Ballard” to a full house in the Pardoe 
Theatre Tuesday. 

Ulrich spoke about how her percep- 
tion of economic, medical and social 
life in the 18th century changed be- 
cause of Ballard’s diary. 

Ballard’s diary is important be- 
cause it is rare to have a woman born 
in the 1700s in smalltown America 
leave such an extensive record of her 
life, she said. 

Ulrich said, “The diary of an ordi- 
nary woman in an ordinary place has 
helped to establish a place for 
women’s history in the economic his- 
tory, the medical history and the so- 
cial history of early America.” 

Ulrich said the standard history of 
colonial economy is compiled from 
shipping records, account books, 
store accounts and tax lists that de- 
fine the activity of men. 

Ballard’s diary tells of what women 
were doing while the men were in- 
volved in lumbering and other activi- 
ties, Ulrich said. 

Ulrich said women were not con- 
fined to just everyday drudgery, 
as most historians claim. 

Ballard engaged in barter and 


trade independent of her husband, 
Ulrich said. 

Ballard was involved with medicine 
also, Ulrich said. She said 18th cen- 
tury medicine cannot be talked about 
without talking about women. 
Women were the primary caregivers. 
Male doctors usually only performed 
amputations, blood-letting and pain 
killing, she said. 

Ulrich said from Ballard’s diary 
“we are able to see that there was a 
time when an ‘old wives’ tale’ was re- 
ally more effective and more reliable 
than a doctor’s prescription.” 

She said Ballard’s diary also opened 
up a different view of the social his- 
tory of early America. 

Ulrich read excerpts from an 
abridged version of Ballard’s diary 
and then compared it to the actual 
text. In the cases she shared, names 
and other facts had been deleted from 
the abridged version. 

Ulrich gave examples of social 
structures she learned about through 
reading Ballard’s diary; for instance, 
the loss of status a woman felt when 
her husband died. Women at the time 
would live with one of their children. 
Ballard came to accept changes as 
well as deal with aging. 

Ulrich earned her bachelor’s de- 
gree at the University of Utah and a 
doctorate in history from the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire.

Libya halts extradition of jet bombers 


TRIPOLI, Libya — Libya produced two men the United States accused of 
blowing up an American jetliner but insisted again Tuesday they will never be 
surrendered for trial in the West. 

American and Scottish authorities have charged Abdel Basset Ali al- 
Megrahi and Lamen Khalifa Fhimah with planting the bomb that blew up Pan 
Am Flight 103 over Lockerbie, Scotland in December 1988. The attack killed 
270 people. The Libyans are described in U.S. and British indictments as 
intelligence agents. Libya has opened its own investigation and says the men 
could be tried in Libya. 

In Washington, State Department spokesman Richard Boucher said, “We 
think that a Libyan investigation or a hearing is a travesty of justice, amounts 
to nothing more than another attempt by Libya to delay and to evade its 
responsibility.” 

The U.N. Security Council demanded last week that Libya surrender the 
two men. It also demanded four other Libyans be turned over to France to face 
charges in the bombing of a UTA plane over Africa in 1989 that killed 170 
people. Western nations have raised the possibility of economic sanctions if 
Libya defies the resolution. The United States and Britain also have not ruled 
out military action. 

Foreign reporters were invited to Tripoli to attend what was announced as a 
public hearing Tuesday for Al-Megrahi and Fhimah. 


Concerns over breast implants increase 


BETHESDA, Md. — Silicone gel breast implants leak much more often 
than previously believed and one Japanese study indicates a link between the 
gel and an immune system disorder, a government panel was told Tuesday. 

The panel of experts advising the Food and Drug Administration has three 
days to decide whether the implants now in the bodies of nearly a million 
American women are safe. 

Women with leaky implants sometimes have no symptoms; routine mam- 
mograms would expose patients to relatively high doses of X-rays; and any 
kind of surgery carries its own risks. 

Even in implants that don’t break open, silicone gel can “bleed” through the 
plastic coating that encloses the implant. 

FDA Commissioner David Kessler told the advisory panel the biggest 
concern is for women who already have the devices. “One of the things that 
concerns me most is that these implants may rupture, leak or bleed more 
frequently that we had originally thought,” Kessler said. 


Specialist testifies against Provo doctor 


ALEXANDRIA, Va. — An infertility doctor being tried on fraud charges 
misled a “staggering” number of patients through false pregnancies and 
miscarriages, another doctor who examined his records testified Tuesday. 

Dr. Cecil Jacobson “knew exactly what he was doing,” said Dr. Mary 
Damewood, an infertility specialist at Johns Hopkins Hospital. 

Judging from Jacobson’s medical records, she said, “He had a scheme 
outlined to do all of this.” 

Jacobson, who now conducts privately funded medical research in Provo, 
faces 52 counts of fraud and perjury. He is accused of using hormone injections 
to trick some patients into believing they were pregnant when they were not 
and of fathering up to 75 children by using his own sperm in artificial insemina- 
tion while lying about the source. 

Damewood said she examined records of about 1,000 of Jacobson’s patients 
and found that hundreds of them had been led through a series of supposed 
pregnancies and miscarriages. 

“The number of patients who have failed pregnancies and these basically 
unheard of resorptions was just stagger,” she said.

WINDOW ROCK, Ariz. — The Navajo Nation is undertaking a new energy 
policy that will meet modern marketing and business interests and preserve 
the tribe’s emphasis on balance and harmony, its president said Tuesday. 

“The Navajos have been taken advantage of financially, environmentally 
and culturally too often in the past,” President Peterson Zah said in unveiling 
the policy. Zah pledged in a news release the tribe “will show that it cannot 


only protect its culture and environment but play a leading role in America’s f° 


quest for energy resources.”

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Desert Storm causes housing shortages 


FORT STEWART, Ga. — German-born Claudia Perez thought a trailer 
was something for a camping trip until her husband, an Army sergeant, was 
transferred from Frankfurt to Georgia and they had to live in one. 

Defense cutbacks, the return of thousands of troops from Europe and a tight 
housing market brought on by the buildup to the Persian Gulf War have left 
families at Army posts around the country settling for less-than-ideal accom- 
modations. 

“Right now I could probably rent a lean-to if I could find one,” said Marvin 
Chewning, property manager for the Century 21 real estate office in Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., 14 miles north of Fort Campbell. 

At Fort Stewart in southeast Georgia, home of the 24th Infantry Division, a 
unit that played a key role in Desert Storm, apartment complexes and mobile 
home parks are jammed. Some soldiers have to live more than 40 miles away. 

About 5,200 soldiers of all ranks are on waiting lists and face a one-year to 
two-year wait for 2,500 government houses, apartments and mobile homes, 
officials said.

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Zoning changed 
on Provo farmland

If a proposed housing project be- 
comes a reality, the face of the north- 
west quarter of Provo may be chang- 
ing within the next few years. 

Housing developor Dave Gardiner 
has submitted plans for a new 
“Lakeview” residental neighborhood 
that, if given the go ahead, will be 
built on unused farmland at approxi- 
mately 2280 West and 450 North. He 
said the new 46 acre area will consist 
of a variety of homes, with prices 
ranging from $50,000 to $125,000. 
Gardiner said townhouses, single 
family starter homes, and homes for 
middle income families will be built, if 
the project is accepted by Provo city. 

Provo city council, at last night’s 
council meeting, approved Gardiner’s 
request to change the area from very 


low density residential to low density 
residential, allowing more people to 
live in the northwest area of Provo 
than could live there before. 
Although Gardiner said the change 
in density is just a project design, 
many residents of the effected area 
voiced their concerns both for and 
against the proposed Lakeview pro- 


ject. 


Margaret Rasmussen, 190 N. 2200 
West, said she is in favor of the pro- 
posed Lakeview project. 

Rasmussen said the project will 
provide affordable high quality homes 
for married students. “We need to 
provide for these people,” Rasmussen 
said. 

Some residents are opposed to the 
proposed project because they are 
concerned about traffic, wildlife and 
they just don’t want the atmosphere 
in the area to change. 


Student rescued from 
Rock Canyon’s clutches

The Provo Police Department’s 
Mountain Rescue Team spent almost 
three hours Monday rescuing a BYU 
student from the north face of Provo’s 
Rock Canyon. 

According to Mountain Rescue 
Team Leader Stan Eggen, Kauai 
Mansur, 17, a junior majoring in eco- 
nomics from Annapolis, Md., began 
climbing in Rock Canyon at approxi- 
mately 9 a.m. Monday. He became 
stranded on a small ledge around 
noon, unable to go up or down. 

Mansur yelled for help and was able 
to make himself heard around 1 p.m. 
Police were notified around 1:15 p.m. 
and were at the scene by 1:30 p.m. 

For three hours police efforts to 
reach Mansur were complicated by 
snowfall and falling pieces of ice. 
Mansur was able to assist the rescue 
team’s efforts to get him down once 
the team members reached him. 

Mansur was diagnosed as having a 
mild case of hypothermia and was 
treated immediately. 

Eggen said the team responds to 
about one call a month in the canyon. 

“The north face of Rock Canyon is 
probably one of the most treacherous 
climbing areas in the United States,” 
Eggen said. 
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Last year was a good year for the 
team, Eggen said. “We were able to 
bring 10 of 12 down alive. Sometimes 
by the time we get there we aren't 
performing a rescue but only a body 
retrieval.” 

In other police news, charges have 
yet to be filed in a December homicide 
in which a Provo woman died of as- 
phyxiation. 

Utah County Sheriffs Sgt. Jim 
Tracy said they are waiting for some 
of the evidence to be returned from 
the crime labs before they file any 
charges.

Or imagine University of Wyoming fans 
chanting, “We love you BYU and want 
your help” during basketball games. 
Sounds unlikely, doesn’t it? Although these 
scenarios won’t happen, that is unless the 
LDS Church buys the U of U, they are 
reminders of the changes the world has 
experienced in the last year. 

The only Cold War at the Winter 
‘Olympics this year is the competition on 
the snow and ice.

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Business students 
study the classics

Students accepted into the Mar- 
riott School of Management are re- 
quired to read more than class texts. 
Business Management courses 100- 
104 are designed to give students a 
broad understanding of life through 
reading non-business books. 

Gary McKinnon, professor of mar- 
keting management, said, “business 
students need to be well-read and 
need to be exposed to good litera- 
ture.” 

McKinnon said each student admit- 
ted to the Marriott School of Manage- 
ment is required to read a selected 
book each semester. The students 
then meet with a management profes- 
sor near the end of the semester and 
discuss what they have read and 
learned from the book. The class is 
graded on a pass or fail basis and is 
worth .5 credit a semester. 

McKinnon said the program was 
started a year ago. An undergraduate 
committee evaluated the program 
and suggested that business students 
take more hours in non-business 
classes. McKinnon said so far both the 
faculty and students like the extra 


reading. 

“We want students to have a broad 
education, not just business books,” 
McKinnon said. “We want students to 
develop a love for reading that will 
remain with them throughout their 
life,” McKinnon said. 

Milton Smith, associate dean for 
the Marriott School of Management, 
said the purpose of the program is for 
students to expand their view of the 
world. The program also lets the stu- 
dents get to know professors on a per- 
sonal basis, and shows students that 
professors have an interest and 
knowledge beyond business. 

Smith said the student response 
has been mixed. Some students don’t 
have the time to read non-assigned 
texts, and others don’t like the idea of 
forced reading, he said. 

“We sustain the concept of educat- 
ing students, not training them,” 
Smith said. 

Students can select from a list in- 
cluding “The Brothers Karamazov,” 
“Bread Givers,” “Les Miserables” 
and “The Next 100 Years.” 

Garth Hanson, professor of man- 
agement communication, said, “Do- 
ing something that is not required ex- 
pands your mind and vision.” 


Speed reading classes 
offered at no charge

Students who want to spend less 
time reading for their classes should 
take advantage of the speed reading 
classes offered by the Reading/Writ- 
ing Center, according to Heather 
O’Brien, 23, an English major from 
Colorado and a reading tutor. 

O’Brien compared reading to driv- 
ing a Ferrari. In order to drive the 
car, it needs all of the gears. It is the 
same with reading, except most peo- 
ple only read in first gear. When peo- 
ple have a'range of reading speeds 
they can speed read over unimportant 
information and slow down to catch 
details, she said. 

Speed reading helps the brain to 
focus, O’Brien said. 

“Your brain moves faster than your 
eyes, so when you read slowly, your 
brain a -bored and you start to 


comprehension goes down,” O’Brien 
said. 

O’Brien said, “Average reading 
speed for most students is 380 to 600 
words per minute.” At this speed, the 
brain is hearing words and select 
phrases, said O’Brien. 

Speed reading involves hearing 
only the key phrases. 

“Speed reading really helps when 
you're researching a specific subject 
because you can look for phrases hav- 
ing to do with your subject and skim 
over the rest,” O’Brien said.

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According to policy change, 
Spring/Summer enrollment 
needed for student employees

In a recent policy change, student 
employees on campus during Spring 
and Summer terms must be enrolled 
in at least one class for credit each 
term they want to be employed, Car- 
olyn Lloyd, assistant administrative 
vice president, said. 

In the past, student employees 
didn’t have to take classes Spring/ 
Summer in order to work, as long as 
they sandwiched the time by enroll- 
ment in the previous Winter semester 
and upcoming Fall semester, Lloyd 
said. 

This year, students must be en- 
rolled continuously from Winter to 
Fall, even if they only sign up for one 
.5 credit class during Spring or Sum- 
mer, she said. 

Incoming freshmen may work as 
student employees Summer term as 
long as they meet the new one-class 
minimum for Summer and are also 


enrolled in Fall semester, Lloyd said. 
Independent Study courses do not ap- 
ply. 

The new policy meets current In- 
ternal Revenue Service regulations 
that make it possible for student em- 
ployees to be exempt from FICA 
taxes. 

According to the IRS, a “student 
working for a private school, college 
or university must be enrolled and 
regularly attending classes” to be ex- 
empt from the tax. 

Lloyd said the change is an attempt 
to come closer to the IRS’s definition 
of a student employee. 

She said the chang gas not designed 
to for¢ée’students who-work Spring/ 
Summer to pay tuition. 

Judging from past experience, 
though, Spring and Summer enroll- 
ment will probably increase with the 
new policy, Erlend D. Peterson, dean 
of admissions and records, said. 

Spring/Summer attendance 
dropped under the old policy, Peter- 


son said. 

In the Spring of 1991, when it was 
determined that students didn’t have 
to be enrolled in order to work on 
campus, attendance was about 1,000 
lower than averages for the previous 
ten years, he said. 

The number of jobs available 
Spring/Summer depends on how 
many of the students employed Win- 
ter semester decide to stay, Penny 
Morrell, student employment man- 
ager, said. 

“During. Spring and Summer, we 
usually do not have as many students 
working on campus as we do Fall and 
Winter. There aren’t as many stu- 
dents, so the departments don’t need 
as many people working for them,” 
Morrell said. 

Lloyd said any student who wants 
to work during Spring or Summer can 
find employment. 

At the end of February, 150 to 200 
grounds crew jobs will open up for 
Spring, Lloyd said.

One limit that: bungee companies 
have placed on their cords is the num- 
ber of jumps each cord can handle 
before it becomes unsafe. 

“After 500 jumps you have to send 


the cords back to the company and can 
not use them any more,” Ray said. 
Heavier people may require as 
many as four cords, Ray said, and 
when two cords cost around $4,000, it 


is no small expense. 

These are not the same bands used 
to strap books on a bicycle. 

“If you grab the cord you can get 
bungee burn,” Ray said. 

She said other than burns there 
does not seem to be many other ap- 
parent hazards. 

Not just anyone can purchase the 
jumping cables. 

Ray said companies that sell 
bungee equipment offer mandatory 
classes that teach how to use the 
cords properly and safeguard a good 
name for bungee jumping. 

The hot air balloon jump did not 
have anything on the ground to pro- 
tect in case of emergency. 

For those needing more security, 
the Sports Park in Logan has a 
backup. 

People at the Sports Park leap from 
an 80 foot tower constructed specifi- 
cally for bungee jumping. 

Although the tower is not as high as 
the balloon or some cranes, they in- 
flate 10 foot high air bags underneath- 
because of their permanent position. 

Fortunately they have not had to 
use the air bags in an emergency, said 
Sandra Checketts, a share holder at 
the Sports Park. 

“We have jumped more than 30,000 
people without injury,” she said. 

Checketts is involved in an organi- 
zation called NABA, North American 
Bungee Association. 

This group’s purpose is to ensure 
safety by having members pass cer- 
tain requirement to join. 

Having members pass these re- 
quirements also helps keep high in- 
surance rates to a minimum. 

Because of expensive insurance 
premiums many companies can not 
afford to insure. 

“We are not responsible for in- 
jury,” Ray said. 

This factor alone can make the 
jump a little more breath taking. 

If the bungee trend continues to 
keep a clean safety slate, expect the 
thrills to continue through the 90s and 
beyond.

Pioneers, PSFL fold; 
many players left 


with nowhere to go

Without even an official snap to 
their credit, the PSFL and the Utah 
Pioneers ceased operations today. 

League officials, including Pio- 
neers’ owner Jerold D. Cohn, spent 
the weekend searching for the finan- 
cial support needed to keep the league 
operating. Unable to find a financial 
savior, the league folded. 

“It wasn’t a Utah Pioneer problem; 
we had one of the best.offices in the 
league,” said David Hancock, Pio- 
neers assistant public relations direc- 
tor. 

“Response from the fans, media 
and business has been incredible; no- 
body wanted to see this thing die,” 
said Ron Henline, Pioneers general 
manager. 

“We know that the PSFL office is 
addressing the ... financial problems 
and hopes to have a solution quickly 
so that there can be a 1992 season,” 
Henline said in a statement to the 
media. “We hope this materializes so 
that all football and non-football activ- 
ity can resume in a timely fashion.” 

The players may not have only lost 
their league, but possibly their fu- 
tures in football as well. 

Many of the Pioneers’ 65 players 
were offered the chance to play in the 
World League prior to signing with 
the PSFL. The World League’s ros- 
ters are now full, leaving the PSFL 
players nowhere to play this spring. 

“We had a great team; the BYU 
guys were doing great and we just 
killed the Nevada Aces in a scrim- 
mage. It’s unbelievable they lacked 
the foresight to make it past the first 
three weeks,” said Eric Bergeson, 
former Pioneers defensive back.

understand Japan

Small and medium businesses are 
hurting from the poor U.S. economy, 
but there are profitable opportunities 
for companies who expand in Japan. 

Lon Gibby, a graduate of BYU, has 
produced a video explaining Japanese 
culture and business etiquette for 
anyone interested in doing business in 
Japan. Gibby said Japanese people 
have the most disposable income of 
any country in the world and the de- 
mand for American products has 
never been greater. 

Everything in Japan is expensive, 
so they buy items carefully. They like 
American products offering quality 
and style, Gibby said. Japanese 
women are the best target audience 
because they are waiting longer to 
marry and to have children, he said. 
They also make 80 percent of the buy- 
ing decisions once married, Gibby 
said. “They like anything with Ameri- 
can markings or lettering,” Gibby 
said. 

Houses are expensive in Japan and 
most Japanese cannot afford to pur- 
chase them, so they spend their 
money on designer clothes, cars, and 
take expensive vacations, Gibby said. 
If someone has a viable product they 
can make money in Japan, he said. 

The video details Japanese busi- 
ness etiquette in making an effective 
presentation, and offers tips on main- 
taining the business relationship. The 
video also gives travel tips regarding 
transportation and social attributes of 
the Japanese. 

“T have seen the video and it accu- 
rately describes Japanese customs 
and behavior,” said Robyn Pinegar, 
program director for BYU Travel 
Study. Pinegar visited Japan and the 
Orient last year. The video would be 
helpful to anyone traveling to Japan, 
she said 

Americans who come to Japan 
without understanding Japanese tra- 
dition and culture cause the Japanese 
to believe Americans are ignorant 
and dumb, said Charles Bruton, a 
Provo resident who served a LDS 
mission in Japan. “The Japanese 
think American humor is crude, they 
commit to appointments differently 
than Americans and they do not like 
high pressure sales,” he said. 

“Whatever you do, do not cause a 
Japanese person to lose face. Do some 
research before going there,” Bruton 
said. 

“Knowing about key cultural nu- 
ances, such as how body language af- 
fects the tone of conversation, how 
and what to eat and the practice of gift 
giving will help make your visit suc- 
cessful,” said Tom Coburn, general

The video lists sources of informa- 
tion where research can be obtained 
for market research and gives several 
travel tips to save money and make a 
visit to Japan more economical. 

“Anyone who will be traveling to or 
is interested in doing business with 
the Japanese should watch this 
video,” said Lisa Lambert, director of 
the Executive MBA program at the 
Marriott School of Management. 
Lambert has traveled to Japan sev- 
eral times in the last four years and 
said if she had seen the video before 
visiting Japan her trips would have 
been much easier. 

“T have seen several videos dealing 
with Japan which have not been pro- 
duced with sensitivity to the Asians, 
but this is a concise and professional 
piece,” she said.
